Ashley, That the equalization of the minor 
municipalities for the present year be the 
same as that of last year. 
Mr. Wilmot said that the only possible 
way of getting at a fair basis of equaliza- 
tion was to have a valuation made of the 
whole county. Sidney’s equalization should 
certainly be reduced. She waa entitled to 
this on account of an additional slice hav- 
ing been taken frém sidney by Trenton. 
Probably the reeve of Trenton would con- 
sent to this, 
Mr. Ostrom said the acquisition which 
had recently been made to Trenton at Sid- 
ney’s expense was very small. He thought 
that Trenton should properly have her 
equalization reduced, but he would not press 
the claim. 
Mr. Walker said the reeve of Stirling in- 
tended to apply for a reduction in the equal- 
ization of that municipality. * 
Mr. White thought that in Dr. Faulkner's 
absence the council should not act. It 
would be well to wait till the representative 
of Stirling arrived. 
Mr, Ashley said there was no municipal- 
ity more entitled to a reduction than Stir- 
ling. 
Mr. Rose said that if Sidney lost territory 
and Trenton gained it, it was right that 
Sidney's equalization should be reduced and 
added to that of Trenton. He moved that 
$5,000 be struck off Sidney’s equalization 
and added to that of Trenton. 
Mr, Ostrom opposed the motion on the 
ground that Trenton had received no sub- 
stantial advantage of the recent acquisi- 
tion. He did not oppose the reduction of 
Sidney's equalization, but he thought it un- 
just to have any addition made to Trenton, 
which had so recent'y suffered from disas- 
trous fires. 
Dr. Faulkner (who had just come in) 
pressed the claims of Stirling to a reduc- 
tion. ‘There was no doubt that it was as- 
sessed too high. He had intended to ask 
for a reduction of $15,000, but would be 
satisfied with $10,000 if the council would 
grant it. Last year the council had made 
a grant to Stirling in lieu of a reduction, 
but this cause could not be pursued this 
year on account of a resolution which had 
been Fpassed to the effect that no money 
grants should be made. 
Mr. Vermilyea said that the representa- 
tives of Thurlow would support the adop- 
tion of last year’s equalization on condition 
that a certain school in Thurlow should be 
assisted. 
Mr. Haggerty thought that Tyendinaga 
should be equalized much higher than it 
now is.

Mr. Ashley supported the petitions of 

sidents of Thurlow, asking the council to 
make an appropriation to remuncrate them 
for certain improvements made by them in 
the Baniiel of thie Moira at O'Brien's bridge, 
80 a8 to lower the water there. Ho moved 
that the township of Thurlow be granted 
$500 o year for fifteen years in order to 
allow the township to lighten the tax which 
had been imposed on these parties in order 
to carry on the work in question.

The petition asking for an appropriation 
of $100 to repair the Ridge road between 
the townships of Rawdon and Huntingdon

Mr. Aylsworth moved that no grant be 
recommended on this road, the grants to 
county roads having been closed for this 
year. Carried, 

The road superintendent was instructed 
to construct the county road in the 3rd con.

government allowance. 

Fifty dollars was granted to repair the 
road between Bridgewater and Bogart’s. 

The county surveyor was instracted to 
repair Hannah's bridge,on the road between 
Stirling and Frankford, balf the expense to 
be borne by the county and half by the 
township of Sidney.

Occan Passage. 


The pass2ge of the steamer “Alaska” from 
New York to Queenstown in an hour and 
fifty minutes less than seven days, recalls 
the fact that not many years ago sixteen 
days was thought a quick passage. Only a 
dozen years since cleven days from New 
York to Queenstown was a phenomenally 
short voyage, and when the lincs some 
years later brought the westward passage 
down within nine days it was thought they 
were sacrificing safety to speed. Now eight 
days is not an uncommonly quick passage 
in cither direction—chough the voyage out 
is expected to be quicker than the return — 
and the big steamers built now with their 
enormously powerful engines, quite often 
run from New York to Queenstown in less 
than seven days and a half. But the 
“Alaska” has beaten them all. This spring 
she ran from New York to Queenstown in 
seven days, six hours and forty-three min- 
utes, and back from Queenstown to New 
York in seven days, eight hours and forty- 
four minutss, the fastest eastward and 
westward trips on record. Uer last trip 
out in six days, twenty-two hours and ten 
minutes, has beaten even her own fast time, 
and it is hard to believe that the passage 
can ever be reduced much below this. 
And yet itis possible that in another quar- 
ter of a century we may look back on this 
as very slow travelling. 


Female Suffrage. 


Female®uffrage has been tried for twelve 
years in the territory of Wyoming and so 
far is completely euccessful..

women, and the best of them, have accepted 
the clective franchise as a precious boon, 
and exercise it as a patriotic duty, Ing 
word, after twelve years of happy experl- 
ence, woman suffrage is so thoroughly root- 
ed and established in the minds and hearts 
of this people, that among them all no 
voice is ever lifted in protest against or in 
question of it. For these reasons, also, 
there rests on us the obligation to so guard 
and cleyate the social order as to make of 
Wyoming an ever-brightening star for the 
guidance of this new, grand movement in 
the interest of human freedom,

Blackborries and Raspborrics.. 


L drop 


Every one who has gathered wild black- 
berries is aware that the stems grow to the 
height of six or ‘eight fect, and gracefully 
hend over at the top. ‘The lower part. of 
tho cane beara little or no (fruit, it being 
nearly all at the topof the bush. The same 
happens on a smaller scale with the rasp- 
berry whon loft to itself, While we oulti- 
vate blackberries for the sake of better fruit 
than the wild plants usually afford, we 
should also endeavor to have more of it, and 
more convicntly placed on the bushes. 
From questions that ure asked, it is evident 
that all are not aware that the stems of 
the blackberry and raspberry (at least those 
cultivated for fruit) are only biennial, The 
plant throws up from the root, often at some 
distance from the old stems, vigorous shoots 
which grow rapidly, and by autumn will be- 
come ripe and Nard anes, like the old ones. 
The old canes, which have given a crop of 
fruit, have completed their work, and, 
though they may remain alive for awhile, 
will all be dead by next spring. When the 
fruit has been gathered, it is best to cut 
the canes entirely away, to give room to the 
new ones, These should have more atten- 
tion than they usually receive ; if left to 
themselves, they’ will become just like the 
wild plants, straggling, and with their fruit 
allatthe top. Not only on account of the 
greater quantity of fruit, but for the case in 
picking it, should the cxnes be pruned. 
Blackberry canes should never grow five 
feet, and many prefer to keep them at three 
feet high. Whenever the green shoot has 
reached the desired height, remove the top, 
or growing point, which, being tender, may 
be-picked off with the thumb and finger. 
Soon after this is done, branches will start 
along the stem, and these should also be 
pinched, the lower ones when éighteen iuch- 
es long, and the upper when twelve inche: 
By a little attention, once a week, or often- 
er, given the needed»pinching, the black- 
berry, instead of bemg a long straggling 
shrub, catching at the clothing of all who 
approach it, may be brought ito the form 
ofa neat pyramidal bush, which, the next 
season, will be loaded with fruit from top to 
bottom. The same treatment may be fol- 
lowed with raspberries, which are usually 
kept shorter. One of the greatest pleasures 
in gardening is found in training and shap- 
ing plants, and making them grow as we 
wish, and in nothing are the effects of this 
more strikingly shown than in the black- 
berry and raspberry.—American Agricul- 
turist.

Applying Fresh Manure. 

By fresh manure, we mean not only green 
dung from the stables, but that which has 
been in the compost heap a month, undergo- 
ing fermentation. It may be true that in 
the compost heap, properly handled, there 
is no loss of fertilizing material, Thore is 
frequently loss from surplus manure lying 
{dle in the compost heap, or barn cellar, Ot 
course there is occasion, in the regular rout- 
ine of farm crops, to apply large quantities 
of manure at on time. But where the manu- 
facture of manure in the compost heap is 
made a leading business, there will be a 
surplus for which no hoed crop calls. Any 
surplus fertilizers in mid-summer or autumn, 
can be used economically upon the grass 
crop. ‘They will begin to draw interest as 
soon as spread, payable at.the next harvest. 
If you have any meadows that cut less than 
two tons to the acre, top-dress as sson as the 
hay is gathered, If they yield two tons, 
top-dress and get three tuns or a second 
cutting. Keep manure on interest, and it 
will pay better than Government bonds,

About Buying Milk 


It is delightful to have milk from your 
own cow, that you know is pure and good, | 
that raises cream and has a fine flavor! If 
denied this privilege, the next best thing is 
o get milk {rom some well-known 
honest neighbor. If good and carefully 
handled, it should remain sweet all day in| 
summer, if kept in a cool place, and longer 
in winter, or in cool weather. Bus the 
utensils in which the milk is received and | 
stands in must be secupalongly clean, not | 
neglecting the seams in the tin’ ware, in the 
pail coyer, and the joinings of the handle, 
so that not one particle of milk is left to 
dry and become sour, After washing pail 
and cover thoroughly, scald with boiling 
water, and wipe With aclean cloth. Then 
sot themin bright sunshine or invert over 
thestove where they will heat without in- 
jury. Sometimes, when it is not convenient 
to use scalding water at every washing, 
have used borax quite freely, or some strong 
alkali, rinsing very thoroughly, and drying 
them, after wiping, by sunshine and fire. 
Then if ;urchased milk sours, I know whose 
fault it is. ‘The pail, however clean, should 
not beset away empty with tho cover put 
on tight, If the milk is kept in the pail 
(not a good practice) it should not be shut 
closely. Leave it partly opened until the 
milk has cooled, and never leave it standing 
in the anidst of bad olors, If in spite of 
your care, the silk sours too soon, those 
who supply it must be in fault. The milk 
pail or strainer may be unclean, or turnips 
or ruta-bagas may havo been fed injudicious- 
ly. Ifthe milk does not sour suspiciously 
soon, you may decide that the flavour is 
from turnips or wild garlic, or other plants 
in the grass or hay. It is not difficult to 
know if new milk is adulterated with 
skimmed milk by a little experimenting. 
It isnot of tho least use to expostulate with 
& person W ho sells you skimmed milk. If 
guilty she will bo sure to be angry, and if 
dishonest enongh to take your cream 
Off, do you suppose she will be honest enough 
to confeas it! All youcan do is to change 
your source of supply. Tho milk peddler 
who comes to your door with his large cans 
of milk, is much more likely to adulterate 
his milk with water than with skimmed 
milk, His long jaunt in the sunshine, and 
shaking cans by the jar of the wagon tends 
to sour milk very soon, If milk docs not 
keop swoet from one suy ply to the next, 
seald a part of it, not actually boiling it, 
and the scalded milk will do for most pur- 
poses.

Suocoss in Advertising. 


Advertising is much like every other busi- 
ness—some there are who make a success of 
it, and some do not. Among those of the 
latter class one frequently hears the opin: 
advanced that advertising is of no use, This 
isabout as logical a conclusion as for a pei 
son who had failed in the dry goods trade 
to say thatthe dry goods business is of no 
benefit, The fallacy in both of these cases 
is that there is a confusion as to cause und 
effect. The cause of the failure was not in- 
herent in the business, but was inherent in 
the man. It is the old story of throwing 
responsibility for evil upon others shoulders. 
But what is it that makes success in ad- 
vertising? It is evidently the exercise of 
the same qualities which gives a man success 
in any other business, Advertising will not 
run itselt, neither will a grocery atore ; 
there must be brains behind each, ‘The 
direct object of a/lvertising is to call 
the attention of buyers to the goods one has 
for sale. Todo this properly will require 
considerable thought. There is a ‘time for 
everything, and in advertising the question 
of time and seasons bears a most important 
part. To advertise canned peaches during 
the season of fresh peaches, or linen dusters 
in December, would not bea profitable oper- 
ation; yet many adyertisera proceed upon a 
courso but little wiser than that, We haye 
frequently noticed advertisements of Christ- 
mas goods running in a paper three months 
after the occasion had passed, And_prob- 
ably such advertisers Rola that it docs 
not pay them. And why should it? 

The successful adyertiser is he who makes 
his announcements in an attractive manner 
and at the right time. We could mention 
instances that have come under our observa- 
mn where a rich reward has come to those 
who present fresh and attractive matter in 
theirannouncements, It is the same hore asin 
the dirplay of goods inastore, Tho mer; 
chant who fills the window with articles of 
merchandise, no matter how nicely they may 
be arranged, and let them stand unchanged 
for six months or a year, should not extent 
to increase his trade from such a display. 
The storekeeper who frequently dresses his 
windows is the one to profit by such en- 
deavors.

Philios Alexin, who died in Lamia the 
other day, at the great age of 94, had in his 
youth unwillingly contributed to one of the 
imost terrible deods perpetrated by the Turk- 
ish forces employed tocrush the Greek re- 
bellion of 1821. He was plying his trade as 
a master carpenter, in bis native town, when 
Omer Brionis Pasha entered Lamia in tri- 
umph, after his victory over the insurgents 
at Thermopyla, where he had taken several 
ingurrectionary leaders prisoners, among 
them the celebrated champion of Hellenic 
liberties, Athanasios Dinkos. The fierce Mos- 
lem commander doomed that heroic youth 
togbe spitted on a wooden stake and roasted 
alive; and Alexin was required, on pain of 
death, to supply the executioners of the 
barbarons,sentence with all the implements 
needed for its fulfilment; that is to say, o 
spit of cimber, fitted ateither end with a

‘The New M. 5. 
Church. 
AN $8500 PLACE OF WORSHIP 


/Opening Services, Sermons, Ete, 


A GRAND AND GRATIFY- 
ING SUCCESS. 


Thursday of last week, Oth inat,, the day 
appointed for the opening of the now M. E. 
ckareb, was threatening in the early ‘morn: 
ing, and, aa it had been raining more or loss 


had some fears that the day might prove 
too damp for the auccoss of their object, 
The sky soon cleared, however, and the 
friends and mombers of the church began to 
gather from far and near, until by the time 
appointed the building, capacious though it 
is, was crowded to the very doors both on 
the main floor aud in the gallery. 

But before entering, & word as to the ex- 
ternal appearance and dimensions will not 
be out of place, The church occupies two 
lots of Mr. L, G. Baker's farm, on the 
north-west corner Church and Emma 
stroots, being very centrally and conven- 
iently situated. The extreme length is 
100 feot, by 40 feot in width; the main 
building is 70 feet in Iéngth, 14 feet be- 
ing taken up by the projection of the tower 
in front, and 16 feet by an alcove in the 
rear. The material is red brick, with 
five buttresses on each side for strongth. 
The height from ground to eaves is 30 
feet, the stone foundation extending to the 
basement windows. The tower is 14x14, 
and contains a bell weighing 600 lbs,, 
itched in ©, from the Meneely bell foun- 
dry, of Troy, N. Y., which cost, exclusive 
of freight, $200.90, Surmounting the tower 
is'a very graceful spire, built after the most 
modern style, which reaches 126 feet from 
the g-ound. The ee had been levelled 
off, all the rubbish removed, and a neat 
picket fence erected, so that there was 
nothing to jar on the sight of the most 
tasty. Itis the intention still further to 
embellish the surroundings, as opportunity | 
will permit. A large shed, extending clear 
across the rear of the lots, affords shelter to 
teams and vehicles The appearance of the 
whole from without is decidedly pleasing, 
and this is only enbanced by observing from 
‘a short distance in any direction. 

Kutering by the main entrance, through 
the tower, a carpeted stairway leals up 
several feet, aud then branches right anc 
left several feet higher still, when we are 
on the level with the main floor. On either 
side of this vestibule is a baize door, which 
opens noiselessly cither way, and a stairway 
leading to the gallery. Entering by one of 
the baize doors, the beholder finds himself 
in the auditorium. The general workman- 
ship and finish is such as to reflect the 
greatest credit on the building committee, 
who have carefully watched the progress of 
the work, directing even the minutest de- 
tail, and proving most faithful to the trust 
reposed in them. In the gallery hangs a 
chandelier bearing six lamps, while two 
other and larger chandeliers, with twelve 
lamps each, depend from the ceiling over 
the pews below, one near the front pew, 
the other midway from the gallery. ‘The 
pews are of ash aud pine, trimmed with 
walnat. The aisles are — carpeted 
with a plain but suitable material, Inside 
the commupion pail is the communion 
table, with marble top, and several finely 
upholstered chairs. At an elevation of two 
and a-half feet is the platform, reached by 
four steps,and bearing ia front the pulpit, of 
a design Reraee Benny with the rest of the 
work iz this room. The platform’ extends 
buck of the puipit 15 feet into the alcove 
before mentioned, occuping its whole space. 
Here the choir is placed, in full view of the 
congregation, and within easy communica- 
tion with the pulpit. The gallery is also 
very cowmodious, extending some fifteen 
feet sloug’éach side, as well as across the 
front ond of the church. ‘The seats are in| 
amphitheatre form, and are of equal finish 
with those below. ‘The tower is fully open- 
ed to the gallery, of which it in reality 
forms a part. Hero the bell ringer performs 
his duty. 

The windows are ground glass, with 
stained glass border, each pair having  dif- |

conviction of sin, regenoration of the heart, 


of the dead and eternal glory. It has ite 
system of truth, its creed, Its creod must 
be right, asa basis for the right organiza- 
tion and effective action of ita onergics. In 
the degree in which it is right aro the 
energies, if properly employed, effective. 
Never can weconvert the world to righteous: 
ness with a system of error, and a mixture 
of error in doctrines destroys to a greater or 
less degree success of measures. (6) It has 
its measures and provisions of activity, its 
organization of energies for aggression: (1) 
the spirit,(2) the word, (3) the living minis- 
try, (4) the institutions they can devote to 
sanctified uses in the prosecution of the 
work. Between this system of truth and 
this organization of energies there is a per- 
fect adaptacion. These energies can «do their 
work only on the basis of a pure doctrine. 
IU. But the Christian religion is more 
than a system of truth and organization of 
energies: it is an ecohomy, an application 
and enforcement of personalities; it is an 
address of person to peraon, of the Great 
God to each man, Itis not mere belief in 
asystem of truth, or the azceptance of an 
influence or energy. It is accepting God, 
receiving God. ‘This is the short and sure 
way to get and keop the creed right and 
the influence right. God Himself is the 
only saviour from sin, the only deliverer of 
the soul from its thraldom,and consequently 
creed will not do it, influence will not do it, 
God can, will, and does do it. Hence if a 
mau wants salvation he does not go to creed 
or energy, but to God. The Great God does 
not reach a man by stopping with creed, or 
influence,or agency, but goes to the man, to 
his very heart. He that rejects salvation 
rejects not merely creed or agency, but 
God—God in His government, provisions, 
gifts, deliverance and comfort, and strength 
of personal presence and communion. In 
this réspect Christiavity differs from 
Aristotelianiam, or Augustinianism, or Bacon- 
innism. We accept or reject these systems, 
or modify them, without accepting or reject- 
ing the man. The personality of Aristotle or 
Bacon is not present xd in his system as is 
the personality of God. ‘These human sys- 
toms have likely no agencies or organized 
energies for propeasan These organized 
energies would bring us nearer the person- 
ality of the author. We come nearer to 
a personality in the living, breathing 
Wesleyanism. In Christianity, God, the 
living God, is the centre, the living force. 
‘The ever-present God is in the system of 
truth and in organized agencies, giving life 
and power. We can accept geometry with- 
out knowing Euclid, or feeling hun. We 
can accept Christianity without knowing 
Faraday or feeling him, But we cannot ac- 
cept religion without knowing and teeling 
somewhat of God. All trath is_in God, 
but in moral and religious truth He makes 
Himself specially felt aud known. 

1V. In the very nature of the case the 
Great God requires, and Himself provides 
and appoints a mediator, anoints a Saviour 
through Him, His dear Son, and throngh 
Him alone. He, the everlasting Father, 
draws nigh to iad, rebellious; Through 
Christ aloue is ¢very offer of pardon made, 
every condition appointed, and every bless- 
ing and gift assured.

Tho Earth's Twin Sistor. 


Fverybody must have noticed the bril- 
liant star that shines in. the west just aftor 
sundown. Long before any other stars hro 
visible in the” twilight, it-sparkles like a 
diamond against the last glow of the sun- 
sot; and as the heavens darken it grows 
brighter and brighter, making even Are- 
turus and Capella look dim by contrast with 
its splendor, and attracting tho eyojlike a 
signal lamp. Night by night it rises higher 
and glows yet more brilliantly. ‘Those who 
watall it through the coming summer oven: 
ings will sce it increaso until, like a minia- 
tura sun, it casts shadows behind the ob- 
joots upon which it shines. This splendid 
twinklor is the planct Venus; and it 
deserves the name of tho Twin Sister of 
the Earth. 

There are indeed many points of resem- 
blance between the globe we tread and that 
beautifal star. ptvia re both of nearly the 
same size, Venus being only about 300 
miles smaller in diameter than the carth. 

THE SEASONS ON VENUS 


are believed tu be very like our seasons, 
since her inclination to the plane of her or- 
bit resembles that of the earth. The day 
on Venus, according to the best estimates 
of the period of her rotation, is only about 
half an hour shorter than ourday. The 
weight of bodies. on Venus is nearly the 
same as on the earth, Her year is onl; 
about 225 days long, instead of 365, and 
being nearer tho sun, she gets considerably 
more light and-heat than we do. She has 
an atmosphere more extensive than ours, 
which is visible at timesas a ring of light 
around the,édge of the plauct. Certain 
spectroscopic observations have led to the 
inference that her atmosphere resembles 
ours in its composition, If sheshas an at- 
mosphere like ours, she undoubtedly has 
oceans and rivers and clouds,and with them 
animal and vegetable life. In fact there is 
some reason to think from the telescopic 
appearance of Venus, and her excessive 
brightness,. that her atmosphere is more 
cloudy than ours, for the upper surfaces of 
clouds reflect lights. brilliantly as snow, 
If this is so, the clouds may serve to pro- 
tect the planet's surface from the intensity 
of thesun’s rays, Mr. Proctor says of the 
similarity between Venus and the earth : 
“Had Venus but a® moon as the earth has, 
we might doubt whether in the whole w 
verse two orbs exist which are so strikingly 
similar to each other.” 
THB, QUESTION OB VANDS' MOON 
is one of the most interesting and puzzling 
in astronomy. ‘The evidence that Venus 
has a moon is very curious. Some astrono- 
mers pretend to have seen Venus’ moon ; 
others deny the possibility of its existence, 
not on the: ground that there is any physi- 
cal reason’ against it, but because the bost 
modern telescopes have never revealed its 
presouce) Mr Proctor, after;reviewing the 
evidence,,is inclined to.put.

Flying Machines tor War Uses, 


Germany and Russia are both pushing 
forward experiments in flying machines for 
use in war or otherwise. It appears that 
the direction in which there are working is 
the only one likely’ to be successful, It 
ignores the ridiculous inflated gas-bag, 
which is enormous in size, difficult and 
costly to fillin war, and floats—a gigantic 
derelict—at the mercy of every current of 
air, a huge mark for the first gunner who 
can hit itand bring it'to the ground. Baum- 
garten, in Germany, and Baranoyski, in 
Russia, adopt the principle of the inclined 
plane pressed against the air, and thus 
capable of making some attempt at least to 
regulate its own course, In the kite the 
force that presses the inclined plane is the 
hand of the boy acting through the string. 
Tn the sale of the boat the resistance of tie 
water to sidclong motion keeps the 
the sail pressed against the wind. In fly- 
ing machines the pressure is given by an 
engine carried by the machine and acting 
by means of fans of one sort or the other. 
The difficulty at present is the weight of 
engine and fuel; but with the development 
of electrical practical knowledge we ay 
fairly expect to see accumulators which will 
supply the maximum of power with the 
minimum of weight. “Then the problem of 
flying in still air will be solved, Whether 
we shall ever be able to ride the s‘orm is 
ancther matter.—Pall Mall Gazette,

| London is a great place 
Visited it twice, and could lecture on 
| subject every week for a yoar, His 
| visit was on the occasion of the Moth: 
| @cumenical council last Aaguat. 
| travel was not agroeable to’ thos: 
| to it. The first two or three days of the 
| trip passengers manifested peculiar eccen- 
Wicitics, After to ent, os 
| pecially, they showed a strong love for the 
| wator,and wonld rush to the sbip's side and 
|gazo long and carnestly into the depths, 
with anxiety, even distress, depicted upon 
their faces, It was hore demonstrated that 
“ono thing brings up auother,” (Laughter.) 
They took to mathomatics, t rr 
constantly ‘“‘casting up accounts.” 
gradually gave up these peculiarities, how- 
ever, and «rational, as the 
voyage proceeded. Ocean travel was con 
| sidered by some to be dang , but it had 
| become as safe as horseback travel. True, 
| a steamer might b 
| horse might plunge, or run away, or stum- 
ble, and cause death to rider, Al 
steamers went north of Ireland, and most of 
them touched first at Liverpool. From here 
the grain and produce markets of the world 
| were controll i and it was not to be won 
| dered at wh ne saw the forests of ship- 
| ping from all nations, and the miles of dock- 
Jing stacked with merchandise. As prices 
| here go-up and down, so up and down go 
| prices all over the civilized world, Liver 
pool being the heart that causes the pulse of 
the whole world's markets to beat. Stop 
ping on land, the traveller finds himself iu 
an order of things quite new to him. The 
buildings are many of them very old, and 
| having an air of solidity unlike our Canadian 
| buildings. They seem to be built never to 
wear out, One of the first things noticed 
|was the heriditary poverty. More men 
were on hand to carry valises than there 
| were valises to carry. | ‘tipping’ sys- 
tem is one of the notices features, and 
without conforming to it you can learn 
nothing of the country, ‘he native knows 
nothing till he is tipped. The best place 
| to sce the sights of a British city is from the 
| top of an omnibus, with the driver, who 
knows utterly nothing until you tip him 
with a sixpence, then his mouth opens, and 
| he knows everything, and will tell you all 
| he knows, and perhaps a good deal he does 
not know. On reaching London, four hours 
by rail, he sought a» hotel, where ‘‘boots” 
| made £200 per year from the tipping sys- 
|tem. Servants were not paid in some 
| hotels, but did the duties depending upon 
the tips from the guests. There were cases 
even where servants paid the landlord a 
premium fer the privilege of occupying the 
position, and then made well out of it. A 
tip of sixpence had even secured the ex- 
clusive use of a railway compartment for 
two travellers, while it was designed to ac- 
commoilate ten, Ushers at church must be 
tipped, or stfangers would be consigned to 
back seats, unless they wore white neck- 
ties, which were quite as efficacious as tips 
in securing front seats. The passenger 
coaches were built differently from ours. 
The doora were at the sides, and the com- 
partments small. ‘The door was locked 
when you got in, and remained locked until 
your destination was reached, all bound for 
‘ne station being placed in the same com- 
partment. Then, and not till then, your 
ticked was called for. Baggage was treated 
in the same way, never checked, so great | 
was the confidence of the Englishman in his | 
fellow-countryman’s honor. It was almost | 
inconceivable that a man should claim an- 
other man’s baggage. (The same confidence | 
was shown at the restaurants. You sat 
down and ate what you wanted, went to the 
office, and the clerk simply asked you what 
you had had, took your word implicitly, 
and charged you accordingly.) Bell cords 
ran through the cars, but passengers were | 
supposed to stop the train only on the direst | 
necessity. The railways were excellent, | 
tunnelling through mountains instead of 
going around them, bridging rivers just 
where they wanted to cross, and so on, 
without regard to cost. ‘Time is money, 
which was here recognized, and so railways | 
must be as short as possible to reach the | 
desired point. The highest feats of | 
engineering skill were seen, The line from | 
Liverpool to London was double-tracked, 
| and ran through a fine country. All seemed 
to be laid out and tilled as a garden. Not

shocking jhe armory, in one of 
the apartments, is filled with all manner of 
| relics of ancient and modern warfare, es 
pecially armor of various kinds, The dun-| 
| goon and other signs of the semi-barbarous 
| times of old make one shiver at their fearfal | 
| suggestions, and to be thankful that they | 
| are no longer a terror to the people of theis| 
| free and enlightened age. St. Paul's cathe 
dral was built as far back as the 7th cen 
tury, but has bee troyed several times 
by fire. It cost £375,000, is 360 feet long, } 
and has standing room for 35,000 people 
Here are found many of England's illustri- 
ous dead. Nelson lies directly under the 
|}dome. England is not ungrateful to her 
| heroes, for she embalms their memories thus 
} with her own history, which suggests to 
every boy the thought that trae patriotism 
will be appreciated by his country. Weat- 
| minister abbey is the abbey of the cathe- 
dral, and is 600 feet in length. It is filled 
with the monuments of great men. The 
poets’ corner is on the west side. Here 
Wesley's monument has been placed after 
| 100 years. in the centre is the monument 
of “Old Parr,” who lived through the suc 
cessive reigns of ten kings and princes, and 
died at the remarkably cld age of 150 years, 
To the right are found tombs centuries old, 
for the abbey is of great age, and has passed 
| through many vicissitudes. Here is an old 
man, With his firat wife on his right, and a 
space left for his second on his left, but 
| tradition has it that the latter space is 
| vacant because the second wife refused to 
occupy the secondary position, while the 
first held the position of honor at his right. 
The chapel ot E enry VII has o roof of very 
delicately carved stone, which cost an im-| 
mense sum, and causes the beholder to won- 
der what keeps it in position. In the abbey 
| also is the coronation chair, in which the| 
| sovereigns of England are crowned, and 
under which is the ‘crowning stone,” or 
| “Jacob’s pillow.’ Dr. Wild, Dr. Pole and 
| others hold that thia is actually tho stone 
used by Jacob as a pillow, that it was 
brought to England by the prophet Jere- 
miah. On it the monarchs of Scotland 
were crowned, The chair was old and 
faded, but was brought out on the occasion 
of a coronation, covered with a gold cloth, 
and held the sovereign elect, then replaced 
in its position to await the death of that and 
the coronation of another royal personage.

At Fratfield was ‘Elizabeth's 
oak,” or the stump of it, which had been 
not only fenced, but covered with an iron 
plate to prevent tourists from carrying away 
the very hole in which il rested in the form 
of relics. Here Elizabeth was beheaded,and 
the straw hat worn by her at the time is 
still preserved at Salabury house, across the 
estates of which it is nine miles in distance. 
Lambeth cottage was once the abode of 
monks, but ie now out of use except by the 
caretakers, It occupies a prominent emi- 
nence, the ground surrounding being all ar- 
rapged in steps, beautifully ornamented,and 
covered with a perfect profusion of flowers. 
‘As to the sins of London, the lecturer could 
only take time, owing to the lateness of the 
hour, to mention one, which was the chief 
one, and the one which gave rise to many 
others. That waa the sin of strong drink,

Short of tho frightful storms which are 
said to awoop over the sun itself, there does 
not seom to be any force in nature quit 
equal in enorgy a rror to the tornadoes 
that so often swoop down upon tho prairica 
of Kansas, Missouri and Lowa, ‘Th 
whirlwinds, now deemed almost wholly 
olectrical—perhaps because electricity is 
the prevailing fashion in dynamics just now 

have the qualities and traits of the 
phant’s trunk. y can overthrow: at 
or pick up a sixpence ; tear a full grown and 
massive tree up by the roots, or atrip the 
bark from tho smallest twig, and without 
injuring tho wood, as clean aa the boy pools 
a willow rod. Up into the funnel formed 
by the tremendous pressure and whirl of 
tho air currents, buildings, locomotives, 
cattle, and children ave drawn as readily a» 
gravitation pulls thom into an opening in 
the earth. Rosidencea and barns, largo 
structures and small, are seized and ground 
into indistinguishable dust, while fragile 
glassware and tendor infants havo been 
borne aloft and set down upon the ground 
again without the slightest harm, 

The latest and most destructive tornado 
in Towa, which last week nearly wiped out 
the ,enterprising town of Grinnell, dontain- 
ing 1,100 inhabitants, diffored little except 
in the amount of its deatruotion, from its 
many predecessors and contemporarios, A 
roar, a flash of fire balls, a oragsh, a rush, 
and the frightful monster had passed on. 
In less timo than it takes to toll it, the ruin 
in wrought, For a few hundred feot in 
width, expanding sometimes to aquartor of 
a mile, and even amile, and for a hundred 
miles in length, whorever there are obstacles 
and objects, other than forests, not a 
structure remains, Occasionally, however, 
it seoms to have touchod the oarth.and 
bounded up again, leaving extensive tracts 
of land untouched, 

The work of this demon in Iowa was pecu- 
liar in its horrible mutilation of the bodies 
of its victims. A fierce battle with cannon- 
ading and, shells could not have inflicted 
such wounds or mangled the human anatomy 
in so singularly frightful a fashion, In 
some cases the clothing was torn off and the 
shreds left olingin to the hody had to be 
cut away from the Nosh. Dirt, sand, plaster 
and cinders were ground into the flesh, and 
covld not be washed or s@raped away, as if 
the body had been mashed and rolled about 
under tremendous pressure in sand and 
ashes. The bodies were beaten into ahape- 
less masses ; spines were driven into skulls 
and through the top of the head; backs 
were broken ; eyes torn out of the sockets 
and left hanging down the checks ; tho en- 
trails and organs of the body were scooped 
out of the body's cavities, and limbs pulled 
asunder. The head of one beautiful girl 
was so crushed down into her body, that it 
had to be cut out. Even hens and prairie 
chickens were plucked as clean of their 
feathers, as if they had been made ready 
for market. Mud, dirt, and gravel were 
not simply splashed on to the sides ‘ot 
buildings, but driven into the fibre, as/if 
discharged from a cannon. in one case a 
stable was lifted, carried over the tops of 
the tallest troes and deposited on a hill six 
or seven hundred feet away, the three horses 
in it being unharmed. Indeed, the cata- 
logae of the ruin wrought by the tornado, 
and the miraculous escapes from its violence, 
fatigtie credulity and defy the imagination. 
Almost without an exception, however, 
those who were warned by the ominous 
rush and crash of the storm, long enough 
to rush to the cellars, escaped death, aud 
with tew exceptions all injuries also,

Mola Buksh belonge.l to the maharja of

He at once tore 
himself loose, and went in search of his 
second attendant. This man wasa pur- 
loiner of grain, inattentive and cruel, and 
greatly detested by the animal, The 
mahout and his deputy were sleeping side 
by side under a tree shrouded in their 
covyerlets, asthe manner of the country is. 
Mola knelt on the enemy and killed him, 
and, perhaps, in attempting to rise, slipped 
on tothe mahout, who was a drunkard, 
and not likely to be awakened or to think 
of rolling aside, Atany rate, some hours 
afterward, when the animal returned and 
saw the bodies, he only looked down at 
that of the mahout, but seized the other 
and tossed it higher and higher.

Cots were 
slungup in the trees—one fortunately a 
banian—and the ladies and children put in 
comparative safety. Morning was anxious- 
ly looked for, When it came, however, 
the coast was clear, Mola Buksh was 
posting his timein wrecking a village at some 

ittle distance, unroofing the houses, and 
plundering the sweetmeats and grain, The 
other elephants had been driven into the 
jungle; the men were armed and vigilant, 
the servants on the watch, As no alarm 
was given, a forced march was detormined 
on, and off the whole party sct for an en- 
campment ten mileson. This was reached 
in safety, but the elephant was soon in pur- 
suit. He upset camels, loads and all on 
the road, flung to right and left the bur- 
dens deserted by the flying coolies, caught 
up two unhappy lingerers and killed them 
both, and bounded away over the hill-stones 
with madness in his head ard the unnatur- 
al activity of overheated excitement in his 
limbs.

succession afflicted Iowa, the first of the’ 
three having been the most destructive 
storm of the season. « study of more than 
six hundred storms in eighty-seven years, 
by an officer of the signal service, shows 
that they come more trequently in June 
than in any other month, but are more fre- 
quent in April than July, and in May and 
September than in August. Kansas~ has 
been the heaviest sufferer among states. 
It is noted that the period in which torna- 
does and cyclones have visited Kansas is a 
short one, but the explanation of this ap- 
parent fact is probably that the settlement 
of Kansas is recent, and before settlement 
there was no record of storms, Between 
1859 and 1881 that state had sixty-two tor- 
nadoes. Between 1854 and 1881, Ill- 
inois' had fifty-four; Missouri had 
forty-four between 1814 and 1881; 
Ohio, _ twenty-eight from 1823 to 
1881; Indiana, twenty-seven from 1852 
to 1881; New York, thirty-five from 
1832 to 1881 ; Iowa, thirty-one trom 1854 to 
1881 ; Georgia, thirty-three trom 1804 to 
1881, ‘he storm-cloud runs with a velocity 
ranging from twelve to sixty miles an 
hour and occasionally more, within the 
vortex a velocity of eighty miles being 
sometimes attained, The average velocity 
is 39.2 miles. With the thermometer stand- 
ing at 80 degrecs Fahrenheit, the preasure 
of wind blowing ferty miles an hour is a 
little more than seven ponds per square 
foot of plane surface perpendicular to its 
course, A velocity of fifty miles gives a 
pressure of 11,5 pounds; sixty pounds gives 
16.6. pounds, and eighty miles gives a 
pressure of 29.7 pounds,

by Dr. Muir Brown, on the “effect of 
amoking.”” One of the observations partic- 
ularly struck me, Replying to the 
argument that smoking is good ecaes it 
checks waste of tissue, he observed that 
thin is precisely the reason why smoking is 
bad, and that the only possession which it 
isaman’s duty to waste is his body, new 
tissue being in every respect better than 
old, Tho tricycle made in this direction, 
Tt wasted tissue, You can get more 
exercise by an hour's tricycling and with 
leas fatigue than by three hours walking. 
Thero is an exhilaration about it, too, 
that a pedestrian never knows, and which 
can only be compared to that enjoyed by 
riding a good horse, Ae for perspiring, 

ou porapire cnough, especially if the day 
bo warm, to satisfy Dr, Javgor's mont

When T favouy my cigars and took te 
trioycling E had no idea cf curing my 
headaches, But they are cured. I have 
hardly had n headache since, amd I cat 
almost twice as much as I used to cat. 
T aleop well, and my general health could 
not casily be better, In conclusion, let 
me recommend all my literary brothren who 

onscious of not taking  sufliciont 
exorcise, all whose muscles are tabby, livor 
torpid, and nights reatlons, to try tricyol- 
ing, and drop smoking, and any othor 
habit which may tend to chock waate of

A Story of the Discovery of tho Robert E. 
Lee Mino in Colorado.

characteristics and personal peculiarities of 
some of the citizens with whom I became 
acquainted here some twenty-five years ago. 
Whien I recall those rominisconces of my first 
years in Stirling, and as I think of ‘those 
genial spirits and pleasant, neighborly citi- 
zens that have passed over the inovitablo 
road from which there is no turning back, I 
am filled with a degree of sadness unknown 
to youth, which I trust may not soon be 
oxperienced by the many young hearts I seo 
before me now. My hair is fasb turning 
gray with ago, ‘Tho bost years of my life 
have been spent here; my dead are buried 
here. I have at most but few years to live, | 
but here in this dear old place I hope to 
pass my remaining days, and, when the timo | 
comes, as it surely will, to be buried side by 
side with that helpmeet whom God, in His 
wisdom, took when she was young, so many 
years ago. However, it’s always a pleasure 
to me to address the young and to assist in 
their enjoyments, hence I will endeavor to 
bring to your minds some of the history of 
our village and people during the first few 
years of my residence here. I distinctly re. 
member the impression I received when I 
tirat saw Stirling from the top of the 
Oak Hills. I was amazed with the 5 auty of 
the scene, ‘There lay the river Trent to the 
left, with its shining bosom, like a streak of 
silver spread over the grass, and directly in 
our front, at the foot of the mountain, lay 
our village, with its churches and factories 
a0 plainely seen; beyond and around lay the | 
vroon fields, denoting peace and prosperity. 
had heard something of the industries of 
the place, its mighty flouring and carding 
mills, sash factories, and distillery (which 
burned down, thank the Lord), and other 
ventures of a smaller nature, I learned 
that the people were hard-working, thrifty 
and happy, and I settled down among them, 
and have never regretted doing so.

Alexandria has been bombarded, and is 
now in the hands of the English, Over the 
plain where once stood one of the reven 
wonders of the world a wonder till now un- 
dreamt of has been wrought.

time, we may be pretty sure that on this

tim The clock is wound by a small 
anemometer or windmill, which 
in a ventilation pipe, chimney, or any 
place where a tolerably constant curreit 
of air can be relied on, ‘Vhis windmill 
by a reversed train of multiplying wheel 
continually drawing over a wheel au 
endless chain, in one loop of which the 
clock weight is su mera th As the loop 
hangs between the clock and the winding 
machine the weight is continually drawing 
‘ough the cloclelthalsialetchatn drawn 
up by the wind motor, and thn» constant 
motion is maintained A ratchet wheel 
prevents the motor from turning the 
wrong way, and, by a simple arrangement, 
whenever the weightis wound right up 
the top, the motion is checked by a friction 
brake automatically applied to the 
anomomoter by the raisod weight lifting o 
lover. When the weight is thus raived to

The past tourtecn 
months he has spent in prison while in- 
quiries were being made, and beeause the 
evidence against him had to be collected 
from London, Berlin, St. Petersburg, and 
other European capitals, There are over 
orty witnesses to be examined against him, 
including gentlemen from Rothschilds’ and 
other eminent banking houses. 
After the long indictment had been got 
through the prisoner read out a document 
justifying himself, He xaid the first 
pankers in the world had dealt with him. 
The firm of Pereire had credited him with 
36,000,000 roubles. He had contracted 
loans for the Russian Government as well as 
or Portugal and for ‘Turkey. He had re- 
ceived the gold medal for art and science 
from the King of Prussia’s own hand, He 
had been commissioned by the Russian 
Government to build barracks and fortifica- 
tions for them to the value of 80,000,000 
roubles, but he had refused to do so, out of 
patriotism as an Austrian subject. He at- 
tributed the whole of the case that had been 
‘ot up against him to the Berlin police, who 
lieve him to be ‘the head of a Catholic 
paateary party” who wanted to seize 
the German Eiperor and carry him off into 
captivity. At the ccnclusion of the prison- 
er’s stavement, which contained many other 
things of the same kind, he was cross-ex- 
amined. He had only once, he said, called 
himself Baron Hoffmann, but people after- 
ward persisted in giving him that title. 
** Since 1860,” he continued, ‘“ho had been 
naturalized in Scotland, and, therefore, had 
an English passport. All the orders he had 
worn had really been presented to him, ex- 
cept the Cross of the Legion of Honor, 
which had somehow came into his possession 
by mistake. He had claimed 100,000 marks 
compeusation through the English Ambas- 
sador for his arrest in Berlin, but his losses 
owing to that arrest had been greater.” 
Several police notes and documents were

So great was the influence of these 
revelations upon respectable society in France 
that even the modified practice permitted 
by the code was deemed a step too farin the 
direction of liberty, and when the Bourbous 
were restored there was more satisfaction 
than disappointment, even among many of 
the revolutionary party, at the toral aboli- 
tion of divorce, which occurred in 1816. 
Divorce was even in very early times a 
practice against which the French were 
prone to set their faces. Although it was 
practiced by Charibert, Chilperic, and 
Charlemagne, these kings were thought to 
have acted rather in an arbitrary than a 
logal way in repudiating their wives. ‘Then 
several of the first sovereigns of the Capetian 
dynasty had desperate quarrels with the 
popes on the same subject, These alterca- 
tions came to a head in the time of Philip II. ; | 
and when that king, without rhyme or rea. | 
son, repudiated Ingelburga of Denmark, the 
kingdom was laid under an interdict, and 
Philip was completely defeated, after bring- 
ing upon his subjects a punishment which 
made them long abhor the very mention of 
divorce. Outside France, the laws affecting | 
vorce have been extremely various, The 
Jews allowed it freely; and by a liberal 
interpretation of the Mosaic law Jewish hus- 
bands were left with ‘almost unlimited 
powers of ‘ writing a bill of divorcement.” 
The Medes and Persians permitted 
order to secure the obedience of wives, 
Greck marriages might be dissolved on the 
petition of either spouse, but in Rome it | 
was for along time only the husband who 
could get rid ot his wife.

Tho Hanging of Col. John Bridgos at 

Cadiz, Ky., Boforo a Groat Crowd. 

A special dispatch from Cadiz, Trigg 
County,Ky, states: ‘ Col. John Bridges was 
hanged here yesterday, in the presence of 
the largest crowd that ever assembled in 
Bridges remained with his 
spiritual advisers a large portion of Thurs- 
morning, alter- 
nately singing and praying. At 1: 15 o'clock 
& waggon containing his coffin was driven to 
the jail, and the condemned man was assist- 
ed into the waggon. At 1:17 the start from 
the jail was made, and in 40 minutes the 
gallows was reached. It was a plain wooden 
structure with a spring trap. At the foot of 
the gallows the doomed man exhibited con- 
siderable nervousness, but met the ordeal 
bravely. Bridges took his stand on the 
trap, the black cap was drawn over his face, 
the noose adjusted on his neck, Sheriff Boyd 
with a quick motion of his foot sprung the 
trap, and with adull, heavy thud the body 
fell, At the instant of the fall, the noose, 
which had been very carefully adjusted, 
slipped.

she was 50; she became blind at 60, and sho 
lived I think, to be about 75 or 76, As for 
the points of her life, she never saw a moun- 
tain, she never saw any river but the River 
Clyde, and she was never twenty miles 
away from her own humble dwelling, She 
read in her childhood at 5 or6 yeara of 
age Bible stories, little stories that’ her mo 
ther procnred for her, and at 8 years of age 
she found, by accident on the beam of a 
weaver’s 1oom in her neighbourhood, two 
Yolumes, one was ‘Paradise Lost,” and the 
other was Allan Ramaay’s poems, She read 
with extraordinary eagerness, and did not 
forget hat she read, which some of us are 
apt to do. 

She read through the village library, histor 
biograph s, and when she got to 
Shakespeare, Shakespener was like a revela- 
tion to her. (cheers.) She had no words in 
which she could express her admiration for 
his writings,and she said thatin those days 
it was not considered very good thing for 
serious people toread Shakespeare, (Laugh- * 
er). There was a hole in the wall in her 
house near the chairon which she nursed 
her children, and where she worked at 
some kind of tambour frame; and when 
people came in she put the Shakespeare into 
the hole in the wall, so that it might not 
be seep, and her conduct criticized, She said 
that in her childhood her mother had led 
her every morning, after she could read, to 
read a chapter in her Bible, which, was done 
without intermission till she left her home 
and had a home of her own. Her love of 
books washer ruling passion, notwithstand- 
ing the character of her childhood and the 
work she had to do. So fanas I know, noth 
ing was neglected, but she suffered from 
sitting up to read till 2 o'clock in the mor- 
ning, for she believed that it had the effect 
of very much injuring and at last depriying

The Crops of Ontario. 


The July report of the bureau of indus- 
tries gives a summary of the condition of 
rain, hay, and frait crops in Ontario, to- 
gether with statistics of acreage of grain 
crops and estimates of produce, and of the 
year's clip of coarse and fine wools. 
The condition of thé crops is compiled 
from the reports of 500 correspondents, 
made on the first day of July, and ering 
nearly every township in the province. 
The statistics of acreage and of estimates 
of produce were collected with the assistance 
of public and separate school teachers on 
the 3lst of May— schedules having been 
distributed to farmers through the schools, 
and when filled and tabulated returned to 
the bureau, {tis not claimed that the fig- 
ures are strictly acctrate, but it is believed 
that if they err at all it is not on the side 
of excess. The estimates of produce are, of 
course, good only for the time at which they 
were made by farmers; they are too great or 
too small in the proportion that the crops 
bave since been modified by conditions. 1t 
is intended to verify them when the thresh- 
ing sesson~ begins. 

It will be noticed in the summary of acro- 
ages given below that the area under fall 
wheat is nearly double the area under spring 
wheat. This is a great relative change since 
1870, when the crops were of nearly equal 
area. In that year the total area under 
wheat was 1,365,872 acres, and the product 
14,233,389 bushels. ‘This ae thé total 
area is 1{763,876 acres, and the estimated 
produce 30,773,683 bushels. ‘Tho increase 
and the change haye taken placo chiefly in 
the West Midland, Georgian Bay and Lake 
Huron counties, 

The fall wheat ia reported very good 
throughout the western half of the province. 
It has recovered admirably from the effects 
of spring frosts, and if the weather contin 
ues favorable until the harvesting the yield 
will be better than an average. In the 
eastern half the reports are less favorable. 
In the St. Lawrence and Ottawa counties it 
will be not more than half acrop. It must 
be remarked, however, that eastward of 
York county a much greater area of spring 
wheat js grown than of fall wheat, and the 
condition of spring wheat is reported excel- 
Int. The indications are, indeed, that the 
estimated produce ofthe returns for wheat 
will be oxoeeded. But assuming that it is 
fairly realized, and that the crop is safely 
harvested, Ontario will have a surplus for 
ontside markets of fully 20,000,000 bushels 
Oats promises to be an excellent crop in all 
sections of the province, and barley and 
pease fairly good. The heavy rains of May 
and June, while favorable to the form r 
grain, were somewht injurious to the latter;
